Capiain Decatur immediately went ia fearch 
of her, and foon came ia fight .of four ichooners ; bu: not 
kaowing Which was the aimed febooner tnat he had. re- 
ecived information of, he thought it belt to ftaiid off as if 
he were a meicheninen end alarmed at what might be 
armed veffels, : 

The manevre had the intended effe&, for the armed 
fchoonet gave her chace, umil the difcavered the Dela- 
ware to be a veilel of force, .wheg fhe attempted to theer 
off and get in land (where the fuppofed the fhould be fafe, 
tkjag the Delaware for an En.icth veffel of wai) but the 
vis obliged to furreader, afies a preity long chace, to the 
Delawaie, and feveral thot being fired at her. This priva- 
trer is a mew veliel faid to have been beilt at Baltimore.

The Elizabeth of New-York, capt Skinner, ol 
700 tons, and laden with fugar, coffee, comtow, &c. from 
the Ifle of France, had arrived a Bourdeaux, La Triphe- 
na, of Philadelphia, capt Mofes Griflin, coming from Gro- 
ney, in Spain, had alfo entered the port. ‘The papers fur- 
ther mention that the Auflrian government had prohibited 
the admiflion of any foreign papers except German and 
Englith, into the Venetian territories. A new coalition is 
talked of between Auftria, Praflia, Ruffia and Great Bri- 
tain To effe& this the Fieach Journalift mentions that 
the Englith lavith their gold and promiles, The Auftrian 
troops are faid to be every where in motion.
